The Psychology of Victory 


THIS IS a tough one to write. I’ve been chewing on this since 
November 7 and it's not getting easier as time goes by. What was 
our victory on November 6? What will our next one be? The realiza- 
tion that we are no further than we were before the election is really 
taking root. Worse, the realization that we don't have direction for 
what's next is truly worrisome. Perhaps by the time this issue is on 
stands, we'll have more direction, but for now, we're rudderless in 
the water. 

We fought this amendment because we were forced to; it was 
foisted into our lives. Now, what are we going to choose to do? 

I don't remember if it was the day after the election or the day 
after that, but I was approached a bit too soon with the idea that Mar- 
riage Equality has been dropped like a hot potato. I believe the term 
to describe my facial expression was "deer in headlights." Honestly, 
I was getting an issue to press (a two-day process every ten days) 
and was working with very little sleep. I was still riding the buzz of 
victory. I wasn't a deer in headlights, I was pissed off and in denial. 
Га say my expression was “stop talking right now." 

Dropped? Like a hot potato? HOW? We've got MOMENTUM! 
We're on a high! WINNING. 

If this conversation had been an exchange on the internet, it 
would've ended with "Too soon? LOL." 

It was too soon. 

Oh, but guess what. It's never too soon for the media. As the 
publication for the GLBT community in the state that just defeated 
a discriminatory amendment by popular vote, I have to stay nimble. 

Га recommend we all stay nimble. But, it’s really hard. Га say 
that there’s a certain barrier we all have to break through to get to 
the next stage of the unknown. 

An important term at this point in the discussion is “cognitive dis- 
sonance.” Dissonance is discord. What’s in our head is our cogni- 
tion. Cognitive dissonance is a mental quarrel. It brings with it anger, 
confusion, sadness, grappling. We may hold two or more thoughts 
that conflict with each other. Mine were: we fought this amendment 
together, why aren’t we fighting for marriage equality together, now? 
I looked you in the face and listened to you every time you rallied us 
against this amendment—this summer at Pride, at fundraisers upon 
fundraisers, at the last rally at the U of M, at Election Night with Min- 
nesotans United for All Families—why are you saying that it’s now 
time to wait to make progress toward Marriage Equality? 

Let’s look at those ideas, because I know I’m not alone in this 
gross space of cognitive dissonance. When we notice that we have 
two conflicting ideas, one of the next steps is to examine them and 
consider if they’re actually conflicting. 

To say that we fought this amendment together is true. To assume 
why we fought it can get us into an unknown area. We don’t know why 
everyone who voted against it voted no, unless they tell us. There 
were different organizations involved; some pushed for marriage 
equality; the more vocal and obvious one—Minnesotans United for All 
Families—was pushing for the defeat of the amendment. The defeat 


of the amendment does not mean marriage equality, as we know, but 
many people supported MUAF because of they're pushing for mar- 
riage equality. It worked and it worked well. In my interview with 
Richard Carlbom in this issue, the MUAF Campaign Manager even 
says that they were focusing on the emotional aspect of this issue and 
how much marriage means to keep this amendment out of the consti- 
tution. Indeed, it was—and is—emotional. 

And, largely because of emotion, it was victorious. 

But, there were other reasons why people voted against the 
amendment. Some people voted no because they recognized that 
such an amendment didn’t belong in the Minnesota State Constitu- 
tion; perhaps not even really caring about the issue of same-sex mar- 
riage. Some people voted no because it was a redundant piece of 
legislation in a state that already doesn’t allow same-sex marriage. 
Some people voted no because they didn’t want the conversation to- 
ward marriage equality to end. Some people voted no because it 
discriminated against the GLBT community. Some people voted no 
because they believe in Marriage Equality and this amendment had 
to be defeated. Some people voted no because they thought they 
were voting against gay marriage. Some people voted no because 
they thought it would result in gay marriage. 

Some people in our community didn’t vote no. 

Next, consider the second idea that conflicts with the first, we’re 
being told by our legislators that we're going to wait to continue our 
progress toward Marriage Equality. We need to focus on jobs. We 
need to focus on the economy. We need to keep the conversation go- 
ing. And, from non-legislators, we need to proceed carefully so we 
can keep control of the legislature. 

WHAT?! 

Didn't we just stand shoulder-to-shoulder and side-by-side in this 
fight toward equality and now you want to let the iron get cold? 

'This is where I have to hold myself in check. The acute cogni- 
tive dissonance only lasts as long as I stay suspended here. Yes, we 
stood side-by-side and shoulder-to-shoulder against the amendment, 
but yes, it was for different reasons. And, yes, we're back to where 
we were before this issue was put on the ballot. And, no, I should not 
assume that everyone who voted no did so as a measure toward Mar- 
riage Equality. And, no, we will not agree on what is to be the next 
important issues to be handled by our state legislature...because 
standing side-by-side against the amendment actually had nothing to 
do with the next session of legislation. 

Dammit. 

Like I said, the acute cognitive dissonance passes when we get to 
the point of realizing that there were different reasons for voting no 
in this last election; let's be grateful that so many people did. But, 
more of the cognitive dissonance will be relieved when someone 
takes charge of the next step. And, as we consider the next step, we 
need to keep talking about the possibilities. 

I don't know where you are in this process of talking about what 
happened, where we are now, and what's coming up. I don't blame

When Did “Science” Become a Dirty Word? 


WHEN I was a kid, “Science” brought to mind wonder-the dis- 
covery of new things and the explanation of old mysteries. From the 
Latin scientia or knowledge, it has roots also in words meaning divide, 
separate, split. Breaking a given datum down into manageable bits 
will, if a theory is sound, yield consistent and repeatable results. 

Dismissal of scientific process is not confined to modern funda- 
mentalists and creationists. Dr. Ignaz Semmelweis published find- 
ings in 1847 showing that hand-washing by doctors drastically re- 
duced maternal deaths from puerperal fever. He was derided and 
drummed out of the profession, institutionalized in 1865 and beaten 
to death by guards. 

After Pasteur and Lister confirmed germ theory in the 1860s, 
Semmelweis’s practice gained acceptance-too late for the 47-year-old 
Semmelweis and for hundreds-perhaps thousands-of women who 
died unnecessarily in childbirth. 

Note the term “germ theory.” Evolution is a theory; gravity is a 
theory, as is electromagnetism. A theory is not a whimsy, a fabri- 
cation or an article of faith. The definition given by the American 
Association for the Advancement of Science is: “А scientific theory 
is a well-substantiated explanation of some aspect of the natural 


world, based on a body of facts that have been repeatedly confirmed 
through observation and experiment." 

While some insist, through biblical inerrancy, that the earth is 
only 6000 years old, while scientists date the oldest stone tools to 
around 2.9-2.7 mya (million years ago). The December, 2012 Nation- 
al Geographic offers scientific proof that the ancient Peruvians were 
popping corn for ceremonies 6,700 years ago 

The “Say No to Science" mentality today has the potential to de- 
stroy not only women in childbirth, but future generations while 
denying modern theories such as weather patterns and stem-cell re- 
search, leaving unaddressed problems growing exponentially. 

I offer this as an observation. Nothing can be solved in 375 words. 
I urge that we think, and heed Charles Darwin's own words in the 
introduction to his The Descent of Man: 

“Tt has often and confidently been asserted, that man's origin can 
never be known: but ignorance more frequently begets confidence 
than does knowledge: it is those who know little, and not those who 
know much, who so positively assert that this or that problem will 
never be solved by science."

Corner Table might be a familiar name, but the new crew have remade this neighbor- 
hood sweet spot into a dining destination. 

Nick and Chenny Rancone took ownership earlier this year and along with Chef Thomas Boemer 
have built their dream. Nick and Chenny have years of experience in the front of house, so they 
know how to care for their customers. In a setting this intimate, it’s easy to feel like newfound 
friends with the Rancone’s and their staff. 

Chef Boemer’s European-influenced technique results in elegant executions of local ingredients 

in which he also shares a bit of his sense of humor. Dishes like bacon and eggs featured the best 
example of what a pork belly can be alongside some perfectly cooked eggs that looked like polenta, 
spread on toast like pate and tasted like a dream. 

While Nick works out fantastic wine lists, he and Thomas will taste and build new menus – often 
daily. Each dish, each sip – everything building towards a perfectly, blissful bite. The greatest 
compliment they give is, “This makes me happy.” And isn’t that what we all want from a dining expe- 
rience, or life from that matter? Corner Table is a welcome respite of comfort, exquisite flavors and 


welcoming camaraderie, a place to share a brief moment of pure happiness. m>

'Thomas Kim and Kat Melgaard blew in from L.A. on a chilly breeze full of punk rock optimism. The two made 
the decision to flee the traffic-fueled life for the more artistically supportive Minneapolis vibe. They found their 
restaurant space inside Midtown Global Market and immediately set about changing perceptions of what food from 
a modest space could be. Kat's killer design aesthetic added elegance and burnished the rough edges into a hip, 
comfortable little spot with a small counter lit with a little chandelier.

The poutine quickly unseated my other favorite as the new 
big daddy beast of the best belly-stretching food in town, fries topped with gravy, kimchee, and an egg just for 
decadent good measure.

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director. In 2009, Rep. Walz asked me to be 
his campaign manager. Following a close 
win for Rep. Walz, Mayor [Chris] Coleman 
asked me to join his administration as the 
communications director for the City of St 
Paul in 2011. Just seven months later, I was 
asked to add my name for consideration to 
be the campaign manager for Minnesotans 
United for All Families. After a three-round 
interview process, I was offered the position 
and accepted, starting work in September of 
2011. 


AL: How did you strategically go about 
adding staff to the campaign? Coalition 
partners? Who were some of your sung 
and unsung heroes? 

One of the key reasons we were successful 
was the incredible leaders that joined 

our staff. We strived to hire only the best 
possible leaders and organizers. We looked 
for leaders with huge capacity, proven 
successes in campaigns, and leaders 

who valued humility. Our staff included 
Republicans, Democrats, Independents, 
Greens, and non-political individuals. Our 
entire staff was incredibly talented. The 

key to our victory were the thousands of 
volunteers who they were able to train and 
empower to take this victory into their own 
hands. 


AL: What demographic groups did 
MUAF divide the state of Minnesota 
into? 

We focused on identify people who we 
could count on their no vote based on why 
marriage matters. We did not focus on 
groups that were only against amending the 
constitution. We knew our opposition would 
use very emotional appeals in an attempt 

to provoke voters to vote yes—we wanted to 
counter-balance their emotional argument 
with our own emotional argument. We did 
dive deeper into suburban women, young 
Republican men, and all voters under 30 
years old. 


AL: What kind of numbers were you 
throwing around as you considered the 
state and your demographic groups? 
How might those groups translate to a 
wider marriage equality discussion? 
Well, the number of Minnesotans who 
support the freedom to marry is growing- 
fast. Since so many are evolving so quickly,

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we wanted to focus on those who we knew 
could be persuaded by the emotional 
arguments from our opposition. 


AL: Did you see a dramatic 

shift in thought as the campaign 
progressed? Where did you see the 
most activity and response? 

Yes-we saw many Minnesotans evolve 

on the question of who should have the 
freedom to marry. Nearly ten precent of 
the state shifted throughout the campaign. 
It was amazing to see the impact of our 
research-driven message and the power of 
conversation help undecided and conflicted 
voters unravel the conflict they have on this 
issue...which allowed them to evolve to a 
No Vote by Election Day! 


AL: We embraced the orange and blue 
logo and identity of the campaign as 
soon as it was put into action. Who 
concepted and designed the collateral 
materials for MUAF? Which types of 
materials seemed to be most effective? 
Our Data Manager Scot Covey gets the 
credit for designing the now iconic image 
that represents the first state to beat an 
amendment that would ban marriage for 
same-sex couples. He is a great guy-and a 
straight ally. What I like most about Scot's 
design was its simplicity. 

We actually distributed more than 60,000 
lawn signs, nearly 40,000 t-shirts, nearly 
10,000 wrist bans and 15,000 bumper 
stickers. It was amazing to see so many 
want a piece of our brand to show where 
they stand! 


AL: How did you decide how to spend 
money on advertisements? Was the 
campaign plan there and you just had 
to execute it, or did you adjust as you 
went? 

When I was hired as the campaign manager, 
my first job was to write the campaign plan 
and present it for approval by the the MN 
United board of directors. One aspect of the 
campaign plan is paid media and I worked 
closely with our communications director 
and our media team to determine how much 
to invest, when to invest it, and through 
which medium to invest. When we got to 
the end of the campaign, we had to manage 
cash-flow very carefully. Thankfully, because

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of so much support, we were able to meet 
and achieve our goals financially. 


AL: What role did the television ads 
and their cross-posting on the Internet 
play for the campaign? 

We focused on message discipline and a 
layered approach to delivering the message. 
Voters not only saw our ads, but they heard 
the same message on the phone from our 
volunteers, heard it on the radio, got direct 
mail pieces, saw it on the Internet, and saw 
it on news reports and newspaper stories 
through earned media. Our goal was to 
create a surround-sound type effect for 
voters on this question. Our television ads 
were key to our communications strategy 
because they are the most cost-effective way 
to deliver a message to voters. 


AL: Did there end up being any 
television ads with GLBT people 

or couples in them? Why or why 

not? How were these ads concepted 
and planned? 

The central theme of all of our commercials 
was why marriage matters and why same- 
sex couples should have the freedom to 
marry. We proudly featured LGBT people 
in many of our videos and in some of our 
commercials. However, we also know that 
the people who decided the election were 
influenced mostly by people they saw in 
their own situation (other straight people 
who were not always okay with same-sex 
couples having the freedom to marry). In 
order to help them journey or evolve to a no 
vote, we had to ensure the people delivering 
the message were a mirror image. The 
messengers were critical to our success! 


AL: Did you expect the support 

of corporations like General 

Mills? Celebrities like Vikings player, 
Chris Kluwe? What impact did they 
have on the campaign? 

We worked hard to engage the business 
community and other leaders in our 
community through our coalition work. The 
statements from General Mills and other 
businesses showed that this issue was a 
mainstream issue that should get full and 
fair consideration by all voters-it was very 
helpful and a hallmark for future successful 
campaigns, I believe.

“Earnest Money:” Repeal DOMA Now! 


SOME HAVE commented my article “The 
DFLs Big Gay Farce” is too dismissive of 
Minnesota Democrats’ efforts for same-sex 
marriage. They argue it is too difficult and 
politically perilous for the victorious DFL 
party to enact same-sex marriage benefits so 
soon after the rousing defeat of the marriage 
amendment to the state constitution. We 
need to wait, garner more support, and work 
harder than ever to change the political land- 
scape and create conditions for the eventual 
passage of same-sex marriage in this state. 

I don’t think that is true, but in the spirit 
of compromise and fairness I will proffer 
this deal. 

Repeal the state DOMA law as a kind of 
“down payment” proving the DFLs good 
intentions in the matter. It wouldn't be dif- 
ficult. It wouldn't be that big of a deal and be- 
sides, with a DFL controlled state house and 
senate and governor, it should be a cinch. 

Here is the dilemma as Strib columnist 
Lori Sturdevant explains it Кот November 
17, 2012. 

"But does that mean Minnesota is ‘close 
to legalizing gay marriage"? 

It's certainly closer than it was a year ago. 
But my bet is that the new DFL majorities in 
the House and Senate will be in no hurry to 
take up a repeal of the state's Defense of Mar- 
riage Act, the statutory same-sex marriage 
ban that's been on the books since 1997." 

Sturdevant seems to be under the im- 
pression that same-sex marriage and the 
state DOMA law are one in the same. Az 
contraire. She has conflated two different is- 
sues within the same argument. The state 
DOMA law, or Defense of Marriage Act, is 
different from legalizing same-sex marriage. 
The Minnesota legislature could repeal 


DOMA itself and still not enact same-sex 
marriage. Let's go to the Minnesota Legisla- 
tive Library for the history of it. 

“The Baker v. Nelson decision (291 
Minn. 310, 191 N.W.2d 185) in 1971 held that 
Minnesota Statutes prohibited marriages be- 
tween same-sex partners. The case was ap- 
pealed to the United States Supreme Court. 
They issued a one sentence dismissal of the 
appeal (409 U.S. 810, 34 L Ed 2d 65, 93 S Ct 
37; October 10, 1972) that stated "The appeal 
is dismissed for want of a substantial federal 
question." Another significant event was the 
passage of Laws of Minnesota 1977, Chapter 
441, sec. 1. It amended Minnesota Statutes 
chapter 517.01 which included the phrase 
“Marriage, so far as its validity in law is con- 
cerned, is a civil contract." To the end of this 
sentence they added the words “between a 
man and a woman." 

But, this isn't the state DOMA law at 
all. This was a change in the law that made 
marriage only “between a man and a wom- 
an." The state DOMA law is an entirely dif- 
ferent thing. 

"In 1997, the Minnesota Legislature 
passed its own version of what has been 
referred to as the Defense of Marriage Act 
(Laws of Minnesota 1997, Chapter 203, Arti- 
cle 10). The governor approved it on June 2, 
1997. This act clarified that "lawful marriage 
may be contracted only between persons 
of the opposite sex" and went on to specifi- 
cally prohibit *marriage between persons of 
the same sex" (Minnesota Statutes chapter 
517.01 and 517.03)." 

Let's examine what Article 10 prohibits: 

"(4) A marriage between persons of the 
same sex. (b) A marriage entered into by 
persons of the same sex, either under com- 


mon law or statute, that is recognized by an- 
other state or foreign jurisdiction is void in 
this state and contractual rights granted by 
virtue of the marriage or its termination are 
unenforceable in this state. “ 

So, if the Minnesota legislature repealed 
the states DOMA law, it wouldn't make 
same-sex marriage legal in the state. They 
could leave the earlier law in place that re- 
stricts marriage to being “between a man 
and a woman." 

Тћеге would be no same-sex marriage 
"civil contracts" issued by the state, but 
would allow people married outside this ju- 
risdiction to have their status accepted by 
courts. In other words, if my partner and I 
ran off and got married in Iowa or New York, 
we could have a legal marriage, just not one 
recognized by Minnesota. Our state courts 
could use that status as *married" when con- 
sidering legal conflicts. 

Its not ideal, but it would be a kind of 
“layaway plan" proving ће DFLs good in- 
tentions regarding the LGBT community. 
The DFL would then demonstrate they ap- 
preciate Minnesota United for All Families’ 
efforts at getting them elected. 

It would be like earnest money on a piece 
of property. This would show they are will- 
ing to repeal a piece of legislation that is re- 
strictive to gays and lesbians who get mar- 
ried elsewhere while at the same time leave 
same-sex marriage off the table. DFLers 
could argue they didn’t make gay marriage 
the law of the land. They simply showed 
“good faith” to valued allies. Then the LGBT 
community could see the Minnesota Demo- 
crats were truly committed to our values. 

It’s the least they could do, the very least. 
But it would be a start. O

SPEAKER OF THE MINNESOTA HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES-DESIGNATE PAUL THISSEN 
Since the GLBT vote was instrumental in getting the Democratic Party elected into control of the Minnesota House of Representatives: 


1. On precisely what day are you going to repeal the Minnesota Defense 
of Marriage Act (DOMA) in the Democratic-controlled House of 
Representatives? 


2. After that, on precisely what day are you going to start drafting laws 
allowing for full and equal rights to the GLBT community with regard to 
marriage in the State of Minnesota? 


3. After that, on precisely what day are you going to start drafting laws 
removing the 515 laws currently on the books remaining which discriminate 
against the GLBT community in the State of Minnesota?

APA Removes “Gender Identity Disorder” From Updated Mental Health Guide 
The San Diego Gay & Lesbian News reports that the 
American Psychiatric Association’s board of trustees 
approved changes to the latest version of The Diagnostic 
and Statistical Manual of Mental Disorders (DSM-V) 

that removed the term “Gender Identity Disorder” 

(GID) which has historically been used by mental health 
professionals to diagnose transgender individuals. Many 
transgender advocates see this change as an important 
step in removing stigma against transgender people based 
on false stereotypes about gender identity and expression, 
as well as the word “disorder.” 


JOUR 


Married Gays, Lesbians Still Viewed As “Single” By Military 

Progress-Index.com reports that, even with the repeal last year of the Don’t Ask, 
Don’t Tell law, the Department of Defense has kept in place policies that bar spouses 
of same-gender couples from having military identification cards, shopping on base, 
living in base housing or participating in certain family support programs. Unfortu- 
nately, some disparities of treatment for GLBT couples won't end unless Congress 
repeals the 1996 Defense of Marriage Act (DOMA), which defines marriage as solely 
between a man and woman, or unless the U.S. Supreme Court rules that DOMA 
is unconstitutional. While this law remains in effect, it will prohibit the extension 
of many federal benefits, including military allowances, travel reimbursements and 
health coverage to same-sex spouses. 


DETROIT 

Teacher In South Lyon Suspended For Playing Song About Being Gay In Class 

The Detroit News reports that a Detroit-area middle school teacher says she’s been 
suspended for playing a song about being gay during class. Susan Johnson alleges 
that the principal and assistant superintendent delivered the news to her last week 
after a student complained because she allowed the song “Same Love” to be played 
during her eighth-grade performing arts class at Centennial Middle School in South 
Lyon at the request of another student. Johnson states that she was told her suspen- 
sion would last three days and that she wouldn't be paid for two of those days. 


NEW YORK 

West Point Chapel Hosts First Same-Sex Marriage 

USA Today reports that the ceremony at the U.S. Military Academy's Cadet Chapel 
comes a little more than a year after President Obama ended the military policy ban- 
ning openly gay people from serving. Penelope Gnesin and Brenda Sue Fulton, a 
West Point graduate, exchanged vows in a ceremony conducted by a senior Army 
chaplain. Fulton said that when she initially requested the West Point chapel, she 
was told that none of the chaplains who preside there come from a denomination 
that allowed them to celebrate a gay marriage. Therefore, their marriage was offici- 
ated by a friend, Army Chaplain Col. J. Wesley Smith of Dover Air Force Base. 


GLBT WORLD NEWS! 


2-ISRAEL 

Israeli Court Grants First Gay Divorce 

JTA.org reports that for the first time a gay Israeli couple was granted a divorce 
by an Israeli family court. According to Haaretz, the divorce of Tel Aviv University 
Professor Avi Even, the first openly gay Knesset member, and Dr. Amit Kama was 
granted on Sunday by the Ramat Gan Family Court, which then ordered the Interior 
Minister to register their status as divorced. The couple were married in Canada in 
2004 after living together for more than a decade, but legally, only Canadian citizens 
can be divorced in Canada. They were also the first same-sex male couple in Israel to 
have their legal right of adoption recognized. 


3-LONDON 


London Butler Battles To Have Archaic Gay Sex Conviction Quashed 

Gay Star News reports that a 73-year-old man from London who was convicted 
in the 1950s for being in a gay relationship is among the first to apply to have his 
criminal record wiped clean. John Crawford was convicted of two counts of buggery 
in 1959 and received a conditional discharge at Winchester Crown Court, but was 
‘horrified’ to discover he had a criminal record after applying for voluntary work to 
help gay prisoners at Wormwood Scrubs Prison in Shepherd's Bush, west London. 
The former butler will now apply to the Home Secretary to have the conviction over- 
turned via The Protection of Freedoms Act, passed in May 2012, which means that 
convictions made under Section 4 of the Vagrancy Act 1824 can be erased from gay 
men's criminal records. 


4-POLAND 


Polish Court Approves Same-Sex Couple Inheritance 

ABC News reports that Poland’s Supreme Court said Wednesday that a same-sex 
partner can inherit the right to a deceased’s rented apartment. The decision extends 
a right that previously had been granted only to spouses, children, grandchildren 
or unmarried heterosexual partners of tenants who had died. Poland, which joined 
the European Union in 2004 does not currently allow gay marriage, although Prime 
Minister Donald Tusk, along with some prior officials, have said that inheritance or 
social security could be secured to same-sex partners through lawfully registered 
agreements between them. 


5-CUBA 

Transgender Woman 1st To Win Office In Cuba 

Pride Source reports that Adela Hernandez, a biologically male Cuban who has lived 
as a female since childhood and served two years in prison in the 1980s for “dan- 
gerousness" after her own family denounced her sexuality, made history this month 
by becoming the first known transgender person to hold public office in Cuba. In 
a country where gays have been persecuted for decades and sent to grueling work 
camps in the countryside, Hernandez, 48, hailed her election as yet another mile- 
stone in a gradual shift away from macho attitudes. Hernandez won office in early 
November by taking a runoff vote 280-170. Her position is the equivalent of a city 
councilor, and will make her eligible to be selected as a representative to Parliament 
in early 2013.

Land of 10,000 Stories: 


An Interview with Stewart Van Cleve 


Stewart Van Cleve’s Land of 10,000 
Loves: A History of Queer Minnesota offers a 
distillation of over 100 years of material on 
the state’s gay background. Van Cleve, for- 
mer assistant curator of the Jean-Nikolaus 
Tretter Collection in Gay, Lesbian, Bisexual, 
and Transgender Studies at the University of 
Minnesota, recently discussed his herculean 
task with Lavender. 


Thanks in great part to Jean-Nicko- 
laus Tretter’s efforts, there is an enor- 
mous amount of preserved material 
concerning Minnesota’s gay history. 
Would you talk a bit about the collection 
and how you how you tackled it? 

The Tretter Collection is one of the 
world’s largest LGBT repositories; it was pro- 
foundly intimidating. It was also an absolute 
mess. Tretter would be the first to tell you 
that he is a collector first, a linguist second, 
and an organizer somewhere after that. In 
fact, when I first started working there, en- 
tire segments of the archive were blocked 
off by boxes stacked up to my waist. 

I am a tremendous fan of simplicity, pro- 
cess, and order. I set to cleaning up the ar- 
chive and putting everything in a rightful 
place. As I broke the work up into manage- 
able pieces, I continually encountered 
names, places, and events that were unfamil- 
iar: “Ashley Rukes,” “Gay House,” “Foxy’s,” 
etc. I saw an incredibly vast [amount] of 
historic information that was at risk of being 
forgotten. 


10,000 Loves is amazingly acces- 
sible. How did you set things out so that 
the book might be, in part, a spring- 
board for future works? 

I loved reading all of Minnesota’s 
old LGBT newspapers-Equal Time, the 
GLC Voice, Focus Point, and others-and I be- 
came enraptured with the journalistic style. 


At its best, the style is fair, balanced, and 
to the point. So the book is an assemblage 
of short articles about people, places, or 
events from the past that individually read 
like newspaper articles, but can collectively 
serve as a serious contribution to American 
history. It can be read from cover-to-cover, 
or without any direction at all. 

So the book can be read several ways. It 
can be read as entertainment—a collection 
of amazing stories that all happen to be true. 
It can also be read as an illustrated guide to 
the Tretter Collection’s holdings. For schol- 
ars, it can be read as a compendium of in- 
formation that leads to many new questions 
that have yet to be answered. 


What percentage of the material is 
still to be tapped? 

If you sat down and started to consume 
all of the Tretter Collection’s holdings—ev- 
ery newspaper, every photograph, every 
book—you would be very old before you fin- 
ished. This is because the archive continues 
to collect material. I stopped working there a 
few years ago, and it is already full of mate- 
rial I don’t recognize. This doesn’t even take 
other historical resources—such as Quatre- 
foil Library—into account! 


What most would you most like Laven- 
der readers to draw from 10,000 Loves? 

I would like my readers to find their 
own lives and memories reflected in this 
book. Sometimes we convince ourselves 
that we are destined for the wayside of histo- 
ry. We think that only “important” people are 
part of history, or that someone else is des- 
tined to preserve it. But everyone’s memo- 
ries are important, and everyone has the 
capacity to save the past from disappearing. 
In fact, sometimes the most mundane expe- 
riences become the most riveting histories. 

Take, for example, the old Gateway Dis-

trict. Ву the 1940s, it was а riverfront slum 
that spread from the Hennepin Avenue 
Bridge and the Third Avenue Bridge to the 
Courthouse and the Gay 90s. For decades, 
the Gateway was where the city’s first gay 
bars operated, until the entire area was oblit- 
erated during an urban renewal project. As 
а result of the destruction, most of the Gate- 
way’s queer history has been forgotten. I 
hope that my readers see value in the memo- 
ries that survived the Gateway’s destruction, 
and draw a connection to the value and the 
fragility of their own memories. 


What would you say to young read- 
ers who might say, "That's old stuff- 
why should I care about that?" 

Well, I’m twenty-four, so I’m not sure if 
I have enough distance from youth to have 
a perspective on it! But I have certainly en- 
countered dismissive sentiments about our 
local past. We should care about our history 
because it adds such a great deal of meaning 
to what we experience in the present. One of 
the most comforting statements in the Eng- 
lish language is one that has particular reso- 
nance with our community: “You are not 
alone." In the present, it means that there 
are other people, all over the world, who are 
like us. It makes us feel less strange, less dif- 
ferent, and connected to something that is 
broader and greater than ourselves. 

Knowledge of a documented history 
adds further depth to our lives. Not only 
are we not alone today, but we are not alone 
in the broader context of time. Too often, our 
community is cast as superficial, meaning- 
less, and transient. The anti-gay movement 
is particularly keen on presenting an inter- 
pretation of "tradition" that excludes our 
lives and our loves. This book proves that we 
are inextricably tied into the history of our 
region. We are part of the tradition, not an 
aberration from it. O

Paul Grouchow was the author of seven lyrical books including Journal of a Prairie Year, The Neces- 
sity of Empty Places, and Boundary Waters: The Grace of the Wild. He also suffered for decades from 
mental illness, attempting suicide several times and enduring incarceration in mental hospitals. 
In 2003, he began this memoir, to chronicle his own experiences and to de-stigmatize the men- 
tally ill. Grouchow writes lyrically, cogently, wryly-and wittily-about his unrelenting depression. 
In “Professionals 2,” Grouchow describes one treatment option as “another downward step in my 
spectacular plunge from competency into official madness.” Grouchow’s compelling prose enlight- 
ens much as initiate Temple Grandin shines light into the closed world of autism. On February 22, 
2004, Grouchow did commit suicide, but bequeathed this valuable testament. 


Е SCOTT FITZGERALD: FOOL FOR LOVE

This reissue of Donaldson’s biography is well worth а reading-or rereading if you caught it first in 
1983. His examination of the talented, tragic and frequently stereotyped Fitzgerald is not a linear 
biography, but explores two themes-love and class-that inform Fitzgerald’s own Ше and work. 
His in-depth psychological exploration of these themes in Fitzgerald’s life gives the reader a fresh 
vantage point from which to explore the writings. Born in St. Paul to the dapper yet impecunious 
Edward and the dour, forbidding Mollie, young Scott never felt he was “о?” his family, but be- 
longed rather in some higher, and more rarified, plane. Always the outsider, even among his Princ- 
eton classmates Fitzgerald brought his fears and aspirations directly into his novels and stories.

The Other L Word 


THE SUBJECT at Sunday Buddhism 
was “calming the mind"—how to handle 
fears and worries that pop into your brain 
multiple times a day. The guiding teacher, 
Tim, opened the floor to questions after his 
lecture. 

From far left field, an early thirty-some- 
thing woman asked, “What about dealing 
with loneliness?” 

It was simple, yet profound. A wave of 
hurt rippled through the room. Even Bud- 
dhists don’t customarily expect that degree 


of self-honesty. 

Tim’s response was classic Bud- 
dhism-101: “You have to lean into loneliness. 
It is reality.” 


“Reality?” You can say that again. 

How many of us are lonely? I realize that 
“lonely” is something separate from “alone,” 
but you can’t tumble to one without the oth- 
er. I know this because Гуе lived both human 
conditions. 

Before I transitioned to Ellen, I was mar- 
ried. My wife and I were deeply in love. 
Transitioning eventually became inevitable, 
meaning that I would have to leave my soul 
mate. It was how things had to be—seven- 
teen years of therapy made that clear. 

Sure, I understood that I might be alone 
afterwards, living as Ellen. I even thought I 
might feel lonely for a while. 

However, I never imagined Га be alone for 
eight years. That’s what it’s been. At this point, 
“alone” has morphed into “loneliness,” and I 
have no idea when it will end, if ever. 


Of course, I’m not alone, so to speak. 
Statistics indicate that close to 20% of the 
population pegs itself as “lonely” at any given 
time. Much of the loneliness has to do with 
factors like divorce (check), age (check), 
and bad health (thankfully, not a check). 
Some experience situational loneliness that 
quickly resolves. Others will be chronically 
lonely. As in forever. 

It’s good to know that many are lonely 
like me—after all, there’s the old saying, 
“misery loves company.” Still, that doesn’t 
do much toward filling the empty side of my 
bed or the seat at the dinner table opposite 
where I sit. 

Certainly, there are some distinct advan- 
tages to navigating the world by one’s self. 
What movie to see? I don’t have to wrestle 
with someone else over whether it'll be a 
chick flick or macho action film. Spend hours 
cleaning the condo? I alone (damn, there’s 
that word again) get to mess it up. Don’t for- 
get the laundry and dirty dishes—there’s no 
one to add to that, either. 

And bad habits? I’ve got no reason to hide 
them or to change. Throw in that I can run 
naked through my condo (not a pretty sight 
or very long run, I can assure you), and it 
sounds like loneliness might not be so bad 
after all. 

On the other hand, Christmas is two 
weeks away. For some of us, the holidays are 
tough and another big notch in the loneli- 
ness belt. 

It’s just that I’m a lover. I was very good at 


loving another and I miss being loved back. 
Hell, I miss sex. Call me human. 

Maybe just call me? 

Don’t get me wrong—I’m very lucky 
and have much to be grateful for. I have two 
daughters who love me, even as Ellen. My 
baby brother cherishes me. Гуе been best 
friends with a guy since eighth grade who’s 
made me a part of his family and who won’t 
let three days go by without calling. 

Most of all, I have me, Ellen. Living now 
as my true self, while lonely, is nothing in 
comparison to the deep pain that I experi- 
enced when I lived in the wrong gender. 

I admire the woman who admitted to 
her loneliness on that Sunday. As a society, 
мете often afraid to concede the obvious. 
We make busy time for ourselves without 
actually sitting and acknowledging loneli- 
ness. It’s simply not fashionable. Thus, we 
fill our lives with technology and toys, and 
Facebook postings, hoping that those things 
make up for intimate human contact and the 
ability to giggle with a lover. 

When I think about it—and I do, trust 
me—my teacher, Tim, is actually right. We 
need to lean into the reality that we are both 
alone and lonely. It's also reality that there's 
no one but ourselves who can generate hap- 
piness or peace of mind. Looking to someone 
else for our happiness is destined to make us 
suffer—another Buddhist phrase. 

I only wish I could completely believe 
that. O

you if уоште in the same place I was when I was ap- 
proached with the proclamation that Marriage Equality 
has been put on the back burner. You might disagree 
that it has been, you might agree that it should be, you 
might be in the same place I was and want to say, “stop 
talking right now.” I understand. 

We can't stop talking right now. As the only media 
outlet dedicated to this GLBT community, we have got 
to keep talking. 

Okay, ГЇЇ say it: We have to “keep the conversation 
going." 

I don't like what we say sometimes. Did I want to 
read what Brett Stevens wrote about “The DFUs Big Gay 
Farce” in the last issue? That was rough. But, it was not 
inaccurate. If something presented as fact was untrue, 
IIl publish a correction. If it’s a conclusion or opinion 
you believe to be untrue, that's different. Conclusions 
are up for debate, but researched facts are facts. We're 
publishing all of the Letters to the Editor that we received 
in response to the commentary and you can see for your- 
self that the responses span the spectrum as far as what 
should happen next. We're not in agreement. And this 
is why we're going to keep talking. Brett and I probably 
would not be on the same political float in a parade, but I 
appreciate and respect his perspectives. He goes so far 
as to actually provoke the bear, or donkey in this case.

If the extremely well-at- 
tended OutFront Minnesota Equality & Justice Summit 
on December 1 is any indication, we're ready to con- 
tinue to move forward. 

Because that's what we want, right? То move for- 
ward? 

I want to congratulate and thank you all for this 
amazing year. I wish you and yours the best over the 
holidays and through the new year. Your readership 
and your advertising keep this platform going and I 
can't wait to see what the next year will bring.

WELL, PEEPS, I've finally started my 
new novel. I know no one is waiting for this 
book, except, maybe my publisher. But that’s 
just because the publisher kindly gave me 
a small advance a few years ago, and need 
to balance their books or do something else 
boring with numbers to justify their strange 
faith in me.What’s my new book about (no- 
body asked, ever)?

Mediocrity, Sing Thy Name 


THERE ARE some things in life you can't 
get around: Bills. Words like “irregardless.” 
Tantalizing fantasies of better lives in more 
glamorous places. Mediocrity. 

We live much of our lives through the 
eyes of others (however willingly)-through 
dreams of us having the grandeur of the 
lives they're living (and “grandeur,” mind 
you, need not translate into affluence). 
They-those brilliant few to whom we both 
look up to and envy-they need not worry 
with bills, mediocrity, or having meaningful 
lives, and grammar for the admirable in this 
group is priceless (Chomsky); for those con- 
sumed only with superficiality, not so much 
(Kardashian). 

And this is the picture at a distance: a 
seemingly flawless painting hiding many 
holes-dark abscesses in which the truth 
resides: A cliché, of course-one we might 
otherwise phrase as “you love your heroes 
only from a distance." Get too close and their 
pimples take over. 

So many of us, likely you included, live 
the completely “normal” lives I describe- 
those soaked in routine around family and 
work, but not much left to one's own devic- 
es. It seems then that our lives are largely 
choreographed: 9 to 5 each day, many of us 
will rise to make shareholders money, and 
then we'll stop by the grocery store on the 
way home to pick up milk and bread, and 
any last-minute ingredients for dinner. We'll 
make dinner-happily-for our partners and 


for our families-and maybe have a couple 
hours to fade into the glow of our televi- 
sions-and then off to bed to have at it again 
the next day. 

'The routine is sometimes broken, or is 
sometimes even characterized, by more 
glamorous things like art shows, dinners on 
the town, drinks with our friends. And it all 
seems quite charming, these lives of ours. 
Forty hours a week at a desk for the luxury of 
this? А good ROI if ever there was one. Right? 

But then we find ourselves-even in the 
happiest moments of our lives-wanting 
more, wanting to feel more important, want- 
ing to leave an imprint of some kind-a lega- 
cy through which we might live forever, or 
do some good. This is the desire to pursue 
those funny little things we call *dreams." 

For me, I desperately want to pursue my 
writing career with more vigor. My partner 
aspires to compose music. I have a friend 
who wants to open a haberdashery, another 
who wants to play viola professionally, and 
one who wants to impact as positively as she 
can the dental hygiene of children in Third 
World countries. 

Our dreams drive our passions, and they 
remind us of our place. We float away with 
these dreams, pretending we've just written 
a best-selling novel, for only a moment es- 
caping our reality, before opening our eyes 
again onto bills, onto responsibilities, onto 
endless cycling through lives we're merely 
"content" with. 


Our lives are not the lives we expected 
them to be. They aren't the myths we be- 
lieved as children, no matter how success- 
ful we are. We didn't imagine then that 
our successes would be outnumbered by 
failures. Nor did we think that struggles 
remained once we reached the place we 
thought we'd go. 

We are thus our own former heroes: ver- 
sions of how we saw our adult selves in our 
youth. And, just as we might understand 
when we encounter our heroes today, the 
heroes of our youth-us, grown up-aren't all 
what we thought they'd be. 

There's always a need for more, even 
to the humble among us: some of us can't 
get our fill of attention, some can't quench 
our desire to help other people, and some 
can't stop climbing social and professional 
ladders-all for an end of having left some- 
thing behind, for leaving the world affected 
in some way, be it the good we've done, or 
simply the presence we've left. 

I could be cheesy here and turn this col- 
umn into a hypocritical “follow your dreams" 
piece of bullshit, but ГЇЇ save you the irony. 
No, I'm not advocating anyone throw away 
their lives and follow their dreams. But nei- 
ther do I advocate simply being an observ- 
er, living life from the outside in, equating 
"normal" to *ordinary." Our lives, however 
"normal" we may consider them, are instead 
rather extraordinary, simply because we live 
them. O
